Some Advice 
Upon Social 
Security 


Otis A. Blackwood, District 


Manager of the Texarkana So- 
cial Security Office advises that 
if you were a social security 
beneficiary in 1963; but continu- 
ed to work, you must report 
your earnings for 1963 .whether 
you earned wages from employ- 
ment or net earnings 'from self- 
employment. You must file an 
earnings report with the Social 
Security Administration if you 
earned over $1200 during 1963; 
or, if you did not earn over 
$1200, and the Social Security 
Administration withheld checks 
for 1963 because you had origin- 
ally planned on earnings over 
$1200. 


Mr, Blackwood emphasizes 


that this report serves three 
main purposes: 


1. To adjust social security 


payments according to the 
amount of earnings for 1963 and 
the amount of social security 
checks received. Since benefits 
may have been based on esti- 
mates of earnings earlier in 
1963, a complete adjustment is 
not possible until the end of the 
year when your exact earnings 
are reported. 


2. To obtain an 
estimate of 


earnings for 1964 so that the So 
cial Security Administration will 
be able to determine how much 
mpney can be paid to you for 
the year. 


3. To consider whether or not 


your earnings in 1963 can in- 
crease the amount of the month- 
ly check you now receive. 
Blackwood, also states that, 
even though you may already 
be receiving benefits, the years 
of w.ork after filing .for social 
security can b-e considered for 
increasing your monthly benefit 
rate. This increase is not auto- 
matic; you must file an applica- 
tion lor recampu,tation of your 
benefit rate at the social secur- 
ity office.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 


says (ho Kremlin wants to buy. 
l a r g e amounts of Western 
chemical machinery on long- 
form credit so as not to hamper 
Soviet arms production. 


CIA's conclusions about Rus- 


sia's economic woes were is- 
sued Thursday in CIA's first 
general press briefing since the 
secret agency was set up after 
World War II. 


The United States has been 


trying to persuade its allies, so 
far unsuccessfully, to bar long 
term credit on Red purchases. 
But a CIA spokesman denied 
trying to influence policy by 
airing the agency's views pub 
licly. 


He said CIA's aim was to 


make public information gather- 
ed by its experts on a subject 
where the customary secrecy 
label could he removed without 
harm, and that CIA may1 give 
out further data later. It was 
understood President Johnson 
approved the action. 


According to CIA's analysis, 


the Soviet economy has run 
into such deep trouble that Pre- 
mier Khrushchev can achieve 
his chemical industry expan- 
sion goals by paring other pro- 
grams or through long term 
credits from the West. 


Soviet' import requirements 


for Western chemical machin- 
ery and equipment, mainly to 
produce fertilizers, were esti- 
mated at $2 billion over the 
next few years. Credits from 
the industrial West totaled $600 
million in 1962-63..Khrushchev's 
seven - year chemical industry 
expansion plan calls for a $46 
billion investment over-all. 


Noting Khrhshchev's call last 


month for Western credits, the 
CIA said "the current Soviet 
push for new foreign credits 
and extended repayment terms 
is directly related to Moscow's 
desire to prevent the chemical 
program from impinging too di- 
rectly on the production of mil- 
itary end items."

More organized support for the proposed $500,000 


combination federal building and post office was form- 
ing in Hope today as two additional civic organizations 
threw their weight behind the project. 


The board of directors of Hope Chamber of Com- 


merce, and the Hope Retail Promotion Association, have 
joined with the board of directors of the City of Hope 
in endorsing the federal building. 


All three of the organizations have passed reso- 


lutions which are expected to be mailed to Congressman 
Oren Harris. 


Postmaster Robert Wilson today again recalled that 


the local post office has been designated as a "sectional 
center", which is one of 12 in Arkansas. 


The operation of a sectional center, Mr. Wilson 


explained, would mean that the local post office would 
handle direct mail to and from 37 additional postoffices 
embracing a large area of Southwest Arkansas. 


At the present time the local office handles direct 


mail to and from ten other postoffices, plus six offices 
in Louisiana. The mail for offices between Hope and 
Shreveport was formerly handled by L. & A. railway 
postal clerks — but the L.&A. train that once ran from 
Hope to Shreveport has been discontinued. 


More mail than ever before is now handled by 


motor vehicles, and less by train. As a sectional center, 
the Hope post office would handle all mail to and from/ 
a total of 47 Arkansas offices, plus the six in Louisiana.! 


To take on this additional load, expanded facilities 


would be an absolute necessity, requiring much greater 
office space, and more motor vehicles. It would require 
also, Mr. Wilson said, greater "maneuvering space" on 
the part of motorized vehicles. 
/ 


The needs for additional postal facilities in Hope 


have been under survey by trained and experienced 
Postal and General Services Administration personnel 
for several years. 


Volume of mail now handled by the local post of- 


fice, Mr. Wilson went on to say, is believed to be the 
greatest in history, with one exception, that during the 
days of the Southwestern Proving Ground when the war 
plant brought in additional thousands of people to Hope. 


Mr. Wilson concluded by saying that the proposed 


federal building for Hope was much more than merely 
a new postoffice building. It would also house all federal 
agencies located in Hope. 


The proposed new building calls for a qross area 


of 18,600 square feet, with a net assignable area of 
14,100 tauare feet of floor space. The present postoffice 
has 4,230 square feet of floor space, built in 1912 to 
serve the needs of a community of 4,000 people.
